Mother hopes to 
contact daughter

Ruth Mosher vividly recalls 
the day she stood frozen as her 
daughter harriedly stuffed last- 
minute items inside a suitcase. 
Mosher knew what she had to say 
would have little influence on her 
daughter's decision to move in 
with an obscure religious group 
in Waco, Texas. 

As she stood in the living room 
of her Anaheim Hills home, 
Mosher knew she didn't have 
long tell her daughter of the con¬ 
cern that had been bottled up for 
too long: “Do you know what 
you ’re doing ? This could turn out 
to be another Jonestown. Have 
you thought about that?” 

Sherri Jewell reassured her 
mother that the group “goes 
strictly by the Bible.” 

One year later, Mosher finds 
herself holed up in a tiny hotel 
room just outside Waco, Texas. 

Her thoughts are focused on 
rescuing Jewell, among the 100 
people believed involved in a 17- 
day standoff between cult leader 
David Koresh and federal 
agents. 

“I’m scared to death,” said 
Mosher, a 69-year-old retired 
school teacher, who flew to Tex¬ 
as on March 11. "I’ve been very 
unhappy about this for a long 
time. It’s not a pretty picture, 
and it’s traumatic how someone 
can cause so much heartache.”

Concerned about the diminishing 
amount of affordable rental hous¬ 
ing in the city, City Council mem¬ 
bers on Tuesday shot down a plan 
to convert a 22-unit apartment 
complex to condominiums. 

This is the second time the owner 
of the Gables Apartments on Van 
Buren Street applied for a condo¬ 
minium conversion. Though ap¬ 
proved by the Planning Commis¬ 
sion, council members once again 
denied the proposal because they 
believed it would not benefit those 
residents who depend on low-cost 
housing to live in the city. 

Council members voted 4-1 
against the project. Councilwoman 
Carol Downey was the sole backer 
of the proposed conversion. 

“Sometimes there is an illusion 
to the American dream of owning a 
home,” said Mayor Maria Moreno, 
who led the vote to scrap the pro¬ 
ject after her colleagues failed to 
give it a second motion to approve 
it. 

“I don’t think things have been 
made clear enough here. This will 
just decrease the amount of low- 
cost housing in the city.” 

Phillip R. Schwartze, a San Juan 
Capistrano-based real estate con¬ 
sultant, tried to convince council 
members that the project would be 
fair to residents who currently live 
in the apartments. A plan had been 
developed to assist first-time buy¬ 
ers in purchasing their apart¬ 
ments, as well as relocate those 
who didn’t want to buy, he said. 

“We spent a great deal of time 
making sure we took care of every 
issue that has come up here,” said 
Schwartze, who can resubmit the 
project after six months. 

About 70 percent of the 17 resi¬ 
dents who live in the building 
signed letters of interest to pur-

Placentia lotto winner looks forward 
to being able to live American dream

Lorenzo Cerezo’s broad grin said 
it all: I’m a millionaire 20 times 
over and I’m going to live the 
American dream. 

The smile, while it looked like it 
had been on his face since child¬ 
hood, developed overnight — the 
night he learned he matched six 
Super Lotto numbers entitling him 
to a healthy share of last week’s 
$62.2 million jackpot. 

Cerezo, 27, an assistant manager 
of a Fullerton Circle K where he 
earns $16,000 a year, held one of 
three winning tickets, earning him 
$20.7 million which he’ll receive in 
20-yearly payments of $1,037,000 
before taxes. 

“I’m just so happy. I can’t be¬ 
lieve all this,’’ he said. 

Also claiming a third of the jack¬ 
pot are six IBM employees who 
promptly retired the morning after 
the drawing, but not before accept¬ 
ing the troubled company’s buy¬ 
out option. They'll each receive 
$172,833 for 20 years. 

The third ticket, purchased in 
Vallejo, has not yet been claimed. 

Cerezo, 27, bought his winning 
ticket from the convenience store 
where he works. A native of the 
Philippines who came to the Unit¬ 
ed States in 1990, Cerezo said he 
didn’t go to work Thursday be¬ 
cause it was his scheduled day off 
and has no plans to quit. 

This marked Cerezo’s third try 
at the lottery. He bought 12 tickets, 
personally picking the winning 
numbers.

six employees, five live in Los An¬ 
geles County while one is an Or¬ 
ange County resident. 

“It’s been a great 29 years with 
IBM," said Cameron MacDonald, 
56, of Fountain Valley. MacDonald 
added that his only current plan is 
“to take a cruise anywhere." 

MacDonald said he was playing 
poker at a friend’s house Wednes¬ 
day evening when his wife called at 
8:30 p.m. to tell him they won. “I 
continued playing but I bet more,” 
he said. 

Cerezo learned he won while at 
work. The realization of instantly 
becoming a multi-millionaire left 
him too shaken to drive. 

“I said ’Hey man, I gotta go 
home.’ But I forgot how to drive,” 
Cerezo said. A co-worker took him 
home and another stayed the night 
in case he became too disoriented. 

Cerezo, who lives with his moth¬ 
er and one of six siblings in a two- 
bedroom Placentia apartment, 
said he plans to use part of the 
money to help other family mem¬ 
bers still living in the Philippines. 
He added that he’ll also donate 
money to charities and buy a 
house. 

Cerezo has a bachelor’s degree 
in accounting from Luzon College 
in the Philippines but had been un¬ 
able to find a job in the field. 

He plans to keep his foreign com¬ 
pact car that he makes $127 in 
monthly payments on because he 
considers it good luck.

JEWELL: Former teacher is with the religious group involved in Waco siege

Mosher has spent her days in 
Texas in a futile attempt to send 
her daughter letters through ne¬ 
gotiators. The notes are urgent 
pleas for Jewell to walk out of the 
heavily secured 77-acre Branch 
Davidian compound. 

And each note has brought no 
response, she said. 

“She’s in there to stay,” 
Mosher said. “I knew it was too 
late a long time ago.” 

Jewell, 43, first started seri¬ 
ously studying the Bible in 1973 
while attending Loma Linda Uni¬ 
versity, a school run by the Sev¬ 
enth-day Adventist Church. 

The Branch Davidian religion 
was created by disgruntled Sev¬ 
enth-day Adventists. 

She walked away from the uni¬ 
versity’s La Sierra campus not 
only with a teaching degree, but 
with the seeds that would one day 
grow into her current religious 


philosophy. 

When a rocky seven-year mar¬ 
riage ended in 1982, she em¬ 
barked on a six-year religious od¬ 
yssey that found her searching 
for something more, Mosher 
said. 

It was a former fiance who told 
Jewell of Koresh’s teachings in 
1988. Intrigued with the new¬ 
found faith, she soon became in¬ 
volved in the church and made 
regular weekend trips to com¬ 
pounds in La Verne and Waco. 

During her relationship with 
the Branch Davidians, Jewell 
and her daughter, Kiri, moved 
into her mother’s Anaheim Hills 
home. Jewell took a job as a typ¬ 
ing teacher at Kraemer Junior 
High School in Placentia. 

She quickly became one of the 
campus’ most popular teachers 
— with students drawn to her 
fondness for unicorns, keen 
sense of humor and tendency to 
turn up the radio and dance dur¬ 


ing class. 

However, things began to 
change near the end of her two- 
year stint in 1992. 

Former students remember 
classes when their instructor 
broke the rhythmic keyboard 
clicks to quote apocalyptic Bible 
passages and descriptions of 
eternal damnation. 

“Toward her last day she 
would start saying that everyone 
was going to burn in hell,” said 
Shannon Mallett, now an eighth- 
grader at Kraemer. 

“Right in the middle of class 
she would all of a sudden say it. 
She would say that bombs were 
going to go off and everything 
was going to explode ... and we 
were all going to die.” 

Brooke Larson, who also was 
in the class, couldn’t believe the 
change her teacher had gone 
through since the start of the 
school year. 

“At the start she was really 


laid back and calm. Then she 
started missing a lot of days and 
would be gone for a week at a 
time,” she said. “My friends 
were freaking out at the change, 
and I didn’t believe it.” 

Parents of the children said 
they were about to organize in 
protest of Jewell’s sudden reli¬ 
gious outburst, said Bill Larson, 
Brooke’s father. However, 
Jewell disappeared the following 
day. 

A district official said she re¬ 
signed her position after admin¬ 
istrators would not grant her a 
leave of absence. The official 
wouldn’t comment further about 
Jewell because it was a person¬ 
nel matter. 

Former colleague Mary Gold 
said one reason for the religious 
outburst on Jewell’s last day was 
because she had just lost her 
daughter during a bitter custody 
battle with her ex-husband, who 
lives in Michigan. 


The loss set off a chain of 
events that would ultimately 
lead to Jewell’s decision to move 
to Waco to “find herself,” Gold 
said. 

“Until the last few days reli¬ 
gion never entered into the pic¬ 
ture,” said Gold, a math teacher. 
“In the last few days she was in 
utter turmoil — devastated by 
the loss of her daughter and was 
searching for some guidance to 
help her in this crisis by going 
back to the group.” 

Mosher remembers many 
heated discussions about 
Jewell’s role in the religious 
group. But in the end, her daugh¬ 
ter always proclaimed alle¬ 
giance to Koresh. Now Mosher 
must play the waiting game, she 
said. 

“If they really believe in their 
religion, they are going to suffer 
for their religion like Jesus did," 
she said. “My daughter is not a 
fighter.”

School boards decide 
school issues, not cities 


A debate over construction 
of a new high school in Yorba 
Linda appears to have reached 
the boiling point. At least 
that’s what a number of letters 
we’ve received on the subject 
would seem to indicate. Wran¬ 
gling over the subject began 
shortly after a joint City Coun- 
cil-Placentia Yorba Linda Uni¬ 
fied School District meeting 
Feb. 22. 

Without exception, the let¬ 
ters reasoned that to suggest 
Yorba Linda needs a high 
school projects a notion that 
the school district is over¬ 
crowded ; therefore taxpayers 
should be saddled with more 
indebtedness. 

Two questions are being 
raised in these letters. No. 1 is 
the motive behind the push for 
a new high school. The other is 
the estimated construction 
cost of up to $60 million. 

The motive is being called 
“selfish” by letter writers, ac¬ 
cusing city officials (namely 
Mayor John Gullixson and 
Councilman Dan Welch) of 
wanting the new school for 
personal reasons. The motive 
was discussed in this commen¬ 
tary column last week. 

There is a hint in some of 
the letters that somehow city 
officials have the power to 
force the high school issue 
down the throats of taxpayers 
in Yorba Linda and Placentia. 


What about this power some 
citizens perceive the Yorba 
Linda City Council has in the 
school issue? 

City government does not 
run school districts. Boards of 
education, elected by the peo¬ 
ple, do. Forget the talk from a 
few city officials. If a new high 
school is approved for Yorba 
Linda, it will be the district 
trustees who will make that 
decision, not the Yorba Linda 
City Council. 


Trustees are unlikely to sad¬ 
dle the district with $60 million 
in debts — if information in¬ 
cluded in letters to this news¬ 
paper is correct. It would be 
difficult, for instance, for trust¬ 
ees to justify the new high 
school since it appears the 
school that now serves Yorba 
Linda students, Esperanza, is 
not yet operating at capacity. 
And it has room for expansion 
at far less the cost of a new 
school. 


Some members of council 
may insist upon involving 
themselves in school district 
operations. But their job is to 
govern the city. With antici¬ 
pated revenues coming up 
short for the next fiscal year, 
city officials might be too busy 
trying to find ways to cut their 
own spending to worry about 
debating school issues. And 
that would be good news.

In between dodging the slings 
and arrows of the personal vendet¬ 
ta brought by the Yorba Linda Star 
editorial staff and a former coun¬ 
cilman, I thought I would respond 
to my critics with some real facts.

I am forced to respond to the un¬ 
fair, inaccurate and inappropriate 
personal attacks recently pub¬ 
lished in the Yorba Linda Star.

Citizen supports council on school issue 


I must respond to the criticisms 
by Mr. Irwin Fried and others of 
members of the Yorba Linda City 
Council for wanting a high school 
in the city. Do Mr. Fried and the 
others have children in the school 
district? If not, that might explain 
their lack of concern for our chil¬ 
dren’s needs. 

Yorba Linda residents must go 
to Placentia for a hospital. Our po¬ 
lice force is from Brea. Our closest 
high school is in Anaheim. Confus¬ 
ing? Yorba Linda is the fourth 
largest city geographically in Or¬ 
ange County. In a report published 
in the Orange County Register in 
October 1992, Yorba Linda has the 
second largest population of chil¬ 
dren in Orange County. So, Mr. 
Fried, we are talking about a lot of 
children. 

No, Mr. Fried, it isn’t “just a 
varsity basketball team” about 
which we are concerned. Although 
sports and extracurricular activi¬ 
ties are very important to children 
at all levels of development, it is 


especially important at the high 
school level. 

Esperanza is a fine high school. 
But even good schools can become 
overcrowded. This overcrowding 
affected the Esperanza football 
team, too. The freshman football 
team had so many players, it had 
to be divided into two teams. How 
many young people are locked out 
of the system due to overcrowding, 
not only in sports, but in class size 
limitations. 

We have listened for almost a 
decade to a City Council which has 
not been responsive to the needs of 
a growing population. Now we are 
near capacity in our schools and 
over capacity in others. 

Travis Ranch School nearly dou¬ 
bled its planned capacity within 
five years of its opening. Esper¬ 
anza is nearing capacity with a 
current student population of about 
2,400. What is capacity? Does ca¬ 
pacity mean how many bodies that 
can be housed at the school with 
little regard to quality education ? I 


have heard stories and statistics of 
how larger schools are more bene¬ 
ficial because of more opportuni¬ 
ties and greater variety of subjects 
and activities. I am sure there are 
other “parental” statistics show¬ 
ing that some young people have 
been pushed through the system 
without much opportunity or chal¬ 
lenge. 

Superintendent Fleming has ex¬ 
pressed concern that a high school 
would sit half-full in the future. He 
should look at the attendance num¬ 
bers for elementary and middle 
schools. Will these students vanish 
before they reach high school lev¬ 
el? 

We need a school in the mid to 
eastern section of our city. Fair¬ 
mont north has been suggested. 
Our children should go to school in 
our community, which has the low¬ 
est crime rate in Orange County.

Once your FNS/DBA 
has been filed and pub¬ 
lished, it is effective for 
five (5) years, unless the 
information contained in 
it changes. In the event of 
such a change, your FNS/ 
DBA expires 40 days 
after the change occurs. 
(A change in your resi¬ 
dence address, however, 
will not cause your FNS/ 
DBA to expire). If no 
change occurs, your FNS/ 
DBA will expire five (5) 
years from the date it was 
filed with the County 
Clerk. And if there are 
any changes at all in the 
FNS/DBA, it must be re¬ 
published. 

The fictitious business 
name law ensure that 
public notice is given 
and a public record kept, 
regularly updated, of the 
owners of all businesses 
operated under fictitious 
names. Anyone desiring 
to know who actually 
owns a business can ob¬ 
tain this information 
from the ORANGE Coun¬ 
ty Clerk. 

If you abandon the use 
of your fictitious busi¬ 
ness name, you should 
file and publish a notice 
of abandonment. 

If a person named on 
your FNS/DBA with¬ 
draws from a business, a 
notice of withdrawal 
should be filed and pub¬ 
lished, or a dissolution of 
Partnership published if 
only two owners. 

Notices of abandon¬ 
ment and-of withdrawal 
are published in the 
same manner as a FNS/ 
DBA, once a week for 
four consecutive weeks. 

A dissolution is only pub¬ 
lished once.

Americans consumed an av¬ 
erage of 12 gallons of fruit 
juices and drinks during last 
year. Juices are an abundant 
source of vitamins and miner¬ 
als, and with more varieties 
available than ever before and 
the use of the juice machine on 
the rise, it’s no wonder juices 
are so popular. 

Here are some tips from 
Lucky Stores to use when add 
ing juices to your diet: 

■ Look for products that say 
“juice” on the label. Avoid de¬ 
scriptive words such as “cock¬ 
tail,” “punch,” “drink,” “nec¬ 
tar,” “juice beverage” and 
“fruit blend.” These are usual¬ 
ly sweetened with sugar, high 
fructose corn syrup and other 
sweeteners. 

■ The form of juice you buy, 
fresh squeezed, frozen concen¬ 
trate or pasteurized, will not 
affect the vitamin quality. 

■ Before using a juice ma¬ 
chine, clean produce under 
cool running water. Peel and 
seed if necessary. Serve alone 
or mixed with other juices or 
mineral water. 

■ Try using juices to season 
foods such as soups, casseroles 
and vegetable breads. 

■ Refrigerate fresh juice 
and concentrates no more than 
six days. Canned juices will 
last nine months on the shelf. 
Frozen concentrate can be left 
frozen one year but only six 
months for citrus juices. 

■ To get necessary fiber 
which juices lack, drink juice 
in addition to, not instead of, 
the recommended daily serv¬ 
ing of fruits and vegetables. 

■ Remember, to obtain and 
maximize health benfits from 
any type of food, include at 
least 20 minutes of aerobic ex¬ 
ercise to your daily routine. As 
always, consult your doctor 
first before beginning a new 
exercise regime.

ters are preparing for the future. 
They're mastering their world by 
mastering the power of comput¬ 
ers, the representative said. Chil¬ 
dren as young as 3 years old learn 
how to work on computers. 

"The thing I love most about 
FutureKids is how it has built up 
the seif-confidence of my child,” 
one parent said. “She really is 
proud of herself in being able to 
operate a machine she perceived 
as only for adults.’’ 

FutureKids offers weekly 


Building self-esteem and pride 
in accomplishment is a major goal 
at FutureKids Children’s Com¬ 
puter Centers, said a represen¬ 
tative of the center. 

“Being a parent means that we 
are responsible for the happiness 
and well-being of our children; 
protecting them and ensuring their 
safety and providing opportunities 
for success in today and tomor¬ 
row’s active, busy world," said the 
representative. 

The children at FutureKids cen- 


At least one in five Americans will 
experience a major depressive epi¬ 
sode during their lifetime, according 
to the American Psychiatric Associa¬ 
tion. 

Depression is one of the most 
prevelent emotional illnesses affect¬ 
ing teen-agers, according to Dr. So- 
nja Gray-Byron, a psychiatrist who 
works with adolescents at Yorba Hills 
Hospital and Mental Health Center. 

Depression can often lead to sui¬ 
cide — the third leading cause of 
death among teen-agers, according 
to Gray-Byron. Because of the high 
risk of suicide in teen depression, its 
warning signs are important to 
recognize. 

A depressed teen-ager may unex¬ 
pectedly discard or give away favor¬ 
ite possessions or develop a sudden 
sense of peacefulness or relief, 
Gray-Byron said. This may be indi¬ 
cating that he or she is considering 
suicide as a solution. 

"Major depression is an ongoing 
feeling of hopelessness,” Gray-By¬ 
ron said. Suicidal thinking is a very 
serious symptom of the illness." 

However, teen-age depression 
can often be treated effectively if pro¬ 
fessional help is sought. 

“Parents and teachers should not 
reject this behavior as simply a part 
of adolescence,” she said. “It's im¬ 
portant to talk about it and seek a 
professional evaluation.” 

There can be various causes of 
depression, according to Gray-By¬ 
ron. Problems within the family are 
often a common link to a teen-ager’s 
depression. 

"Physical or sexual abuse, 
whether inside or outside the home, 
can be a major contributor to depres¬ 
sion,” she Said. 

Changes in sleeping and eating 
habits, lack of energy, a marked drop 
in grades and a loss of interest in 
activities are common symptoms of 
teen-age depression, she said. An¬ 
other symptom is drug and alcohol 
abuse. 

"When people are in depressive 
states, they can feel so bad physi¬ 
cally that they just want to escape," 
Gray-Byron said. “They reach for the 
nearest thing like wine, beer or other 
drugs to avoid their problems.” 

Patrick Miller, program counselor, 
who works with adolescents at the 
center, agrees that teen-agers often 
use drugs and alcohol to medicate 
their depressive needs. Having no 
hope is not a new feeling for many 
teen-agers, he said. 

According to a recent Associated 
Press poll, pessimism was ex¬ 
pressed as a universal feeling among 
14- to 18-year-olds. 

“Many kids today feel so discon¬ 
nected,” Miller said. "They are dis¬ 
connected from their families and 
discouraged by what they see in soci¬ 
ety. That's why they feel loneliness 
and pervasive feelings of loss.” 

Professional counseling can help 
depressed teens understand their 
feelings and how to deal with them.

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PATROL: Officers remember slain colleagues 


A traffic stop can be a tense 
moment for both a motorist and a 
police officer. 

"The thing that's important for 
people to understand is we don't 
know who’s in the car." Anaheim 
Lt. Ray Welch said. "So, if we tell 
you to please put your hands on 
the wheel and you don't, that’s 
when we might become 
concerned."

■ Remain in your vehicle, un¬ 


less told by the officer to get out.

the detectives countywide who 
worked with De La Rosa, he has 
transferred out of the narcotics di¬ 
vision. 

“I’ve seen the devastation that it 
has caused his family and I don’t 
want it to happen to my family or 
any other family in the depart¬ 
ment,” Hughes said. 

Placentia Detective John Arm¬ 
strong knows that agony as well. 
He, too, was there when De La 
Rosa was ambushed. Like Hughes, 
Armstrong has left the narcotics 
unit, moving to the department’s 
special investigation unit. 

“That day probably changed me 
more than any other day ... it had 
such an impact. I’ve probably re¬ 
played that day in my mind a mil¬ 
lion times.” 

Both know the feelings of mortal¬ 
ity an officer’s killing bring, and 
both recognize that it makes them 
more cautious while on duty. 

Those feelings hit close to home 
again for the pair — and officers 
statewide — after 36-year-old Gar¬ 
den Grove officer Howard Dallies 
Jr, was shot to death while appar¬ 
ently attempting to stop a motorcy¬ 
clist earlier this month. Dallies 
was a Placentia Police officer for 
five years before joining the Gar¬ 
den Grove Police Department. 

Monday, they mourned their fall¬ 
en colleague, the first Orange 
County officer to be killed in the 
line of duty since De La Rosa was 
murdered June 21,1990. Then they 
returned to work knowing five 
Southland officers have been shot 
in the last month; three have died. 

“When people look up at guys 
like Dallies and De La Rosa, and 
knowing their level ... it makes us 
all feel vulnerable. I was friends 
with Tommy (De La Rosa). He was 
a good friend. As Howard w T as, both 
were exceptional officers,” Arm¬ 
strong said while patrolling Pla¬ 
centia’s high-risk areas last Thurs¬ 
day. 

“It makes you angry and you 
can’t sleep at night some times. 
You always know its a possibility, 
(but) no one goes to work thinking 
they’re going to get killed. 

“I think 1 do things differently 
now because I’m thinking more. 
The whole atmosphere is chang¬ 
ing. Today you have an officer shot 
in Pomona. Compton. Howard,” 
the 12-year department veteran 
said, recalling recent shootings. 

Police work always has been 
dangerous, but “the fact that it’s 
been open season on police height¬ 
ens it,” Hughes said while on pa¬ 
trol last Friday. 

“I knew Officer Dallies, and it 
brings back the old emotion of hav¬ 
ing lost a partner. We put these 
black bands over our badges as a 
reminder that when an officer is 
killed, we’ve lost a member of our 
family.” 

Both remember a simpler time 
when citizens waved hello to police 
officers. But times and attitudes 
have changed. 

“I’m still trying to adjust to the 
changes — mainly in attitudes,” 
Hughes said. “Four years ago 
when I last worked patrol, I didn’t 
used to have 15-year-old kids flip¬ 
ping me off when I drove by.”

A t first, the idea of creating 
a Pony Baseball league for 
Anaheim Hills/Yorba Lin¬ 
da/Placentia players ages 13 and 14 
sounded as valid as Major League 
Baseball’s need for a new commis¬ 
sioner. 

Somehow, translating good base¬ 
ball ideas into reality seems to be a 
difficult venture. 

East Hills Pony Baseball is now 
existing — two-plus weeks into its 
six-team, 25-game schedule. 

But, oh, the obstacles. 

“It’s funny now, but it wasn’t 
then,” said Celia Mathiesen, the 
East Hills publicist reflecting on 
one of the many organizing pit- 
falls. 

That time, Feb. 13, a truck haul¬ 
ing the league’s rented snack bar 
mistakenly drove through a rain- 
soaked El Rancho Junior High out¬ 
field, leaving long, trench-like tire 
impressions in center field three 
weeks before the March 5 opening 
day. 

There have been other setbacks. 
The Anaheim Hills field, the only

one available for East Hills’ 
games, was in such despair Jan. 24 
that when East Hills board mem¬ 
bers first began its renovation it 
was nicknamed "Field of Night¬ 
mares.” The grass was gray. Dirt 
patches spotted the field. Fences 
and stands were non-existent. 

And more heavy rains fell. 

Mathiesen documented the 
struggles on videotape. During one 
low point, she piped in the song

Head,” as workers were shown 
scrambling to dry the field out. 

And that was five months after

Lofty expectations dangerous for baseball team

Steve Gullotti has been doing his 
job long enough to know things 
don’t just fall into place baseball 
season after baseball season. 

The 10-year El Dorado High 
coach, Gullotti guided his 1992 
Golden Hawks to an Empire 
League championship and a berth 
in the CIF Southern Section 5-A 
division semifinals. 

Of course, success has been 
linked to El Dorado baseball for 
quite some time. The Golden 
Hawks have one of the proudest 
traditions in California, claiming 
1992 Baseball America Player of 


the Year Phil Nevin, Angels pitch¬ 
ing farmhands Pete Janicki and 
Shawn Holcomb and Seattle sec¬ 
ond baseman Bret Boone as alum¬ 
ni. 

Tips season, one poll listed El 
Dorado, with only two returning 
starters, as the ninth best team in 
Orange County. 

“I think it’s nice for kids to 
look at a preseason poll,” Gullotti 
said. “I think that (ranking) 
might be about what’s been ac¬ 
complished here in the past 
years. I don’t think it’s a situation 
where we don’t deserve to be 
there, though.” 

With its Empire League title 
defense beginning Friday at home 


against Katella, El Dorado tuned 
up with a 3-2 showing at Orange 
County’s presitigous Loara Tour¬ 
nament. The losses came against 
county powers Huntington Beach 
and Fountain Valley. The most 
uplifting victory for Gullotti came 
against defending Moore League 
champion, Lakewood. 

“We did better than I thought 
we’d do,” Gullotti said. “If we 
eliminate a mistake here or 
there, we could’ve been 4-1. We’re 
young. Things will take time to 
work out. We knew that maybe 
we’d struggle a little bit. There’s 
no changing that.” 

Pitching and catching are the 
most pressing concerns. 


With Holcomb and BYU’s Ty¬ 
son DowDell gone, Gullotti’s 1993 
staff includes junior right-hander 

Jerry Weitzman, senior righty 
Andy Hinkle and junior lefty Ben¬ 
ny Flores. 

"We haven’t had anyone assert 
himself,” Gullotti said. “Someone 
will come in and give us two 
strong innings, but the third in¬ 
ning is not so good. We’ve got a 
ways to go.” 

Meanwhile, El Dorado has pre¬ 
sented a tight infield defense and 
two players, shortstop Chris Ra- 
mala and outfielder Ryan Reyes, 
are batting near .500. 

“We’re going to score some 
runs,” Gullotti said. 


Two El Dorado girls basketball 
players will accompany Golden 
Hawks coach Gary Raya to the 
April 24 Orange County All Star 
Basketball Game. 

Senior guard Jody Caruso and 
senior forward Nicole deBruijn 
will join 10 teammates on the 
North Orange County squad. The 
game is scheduled for 4 p.m. at 
Orange Coast College in Costa 
Mesa. 

Caruso averaged a team-high 
14.4 points for El Dorado, which 
won a share of its first Empire 
League championship since 1976 
this season and later advanced to 
the CIF Southern Section III-AA 
division semifinals.

and fill dirt, field crews — board 
members, their sons and a few 
hired hands — first arrived in late 
January. Their diligent work, 
which included even tedious foot- 
stomping on the high spots, was 
completed with literally no time to 
spare before opening day.

Car care is a win-win situation. 
Besides helping the environment, a 
properly maintained and operated 
vehicle runs more efficiently, is 
safer, and should last longer — up 
to 50 percent longer, according to a 
survey of ASE-certified Master 
Auto Technicians.

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Do corporate owned homes drive the market? 


Every home buyer has seen the signs 
and the advertisements. “Corporate 
Owned,” “Seller Transferred” and 
“Company Says Sell,” are statements 
frequently seen in the marketing of third 
party listings. 

Surprisingly, however, few buyers 
have a thorough understanding of third 
party listings and how they are sold. 
They should. In today’s real estate mar¬ 
ket, these homes account for an increas¬ 
ing share of the resale marketplace. 

A third party listing differs from other 
competing resale homes in that the prop¬ 
erty has been purchased from the seller 
by an employee relocation company (the 
third party). Such a listing is usually the 
result of a job transfer that required the 
employee/seller to relocate in less time 
than he or she could successfully sell the 
home. 

When time is of the essence and a com¬ 
pany requires one of its employees or 
managers to relocate, a third party com¬ 
pany is retained by the transferring em¬ 
ployer to assist in the home selling pro¬ 
cess. 

Most large employers maintain con¬ 
tracts with third party companies that 
result in the employee being cashed-out 
for his or her equity in the home (less a 
sales commission and standard fees), 
which allows the employee to transfer 
and use the equity in the purchase of a 
new home. 

The relocation company then contracts

with a local real estate broker for the sale 
of the home. In most cases, the relocation 
company also advances costs for new 
paint, carpet or landscape which may be 
required in order to make the home com¬ 
petitive. 

After the sale closes, the employer 
pays a service fee and covers the costs 
incurred by the third party company. It is 
the employer — not the third party com¬ 
pany — that pays all related costs, with 
the relocation company acting as an 
agent of the employer in the process. 

Many home sellers blame third party 
listings for driving down prices in Orange 
County, due to below market pricing. 

"Nothing could be further from the 


truth,” says Bob Clark Jr., vice president 
of McGarvey-Clark Realty, an Orange 
County real estate brokerage firm spe¬ 
cializing in third party listings. “Corpo¬ 
rate owned homes are excellent models 
for sales success in today’s market¬ 
place,” says Clark. “Sure, they’re priced 
competitively, but there are other rea¬ 
sons they sell." 


All of his firm’s third party listings 
show well. “We don’t take one without an 
agreement to paint and re-carpet. Each 
home has to be turn-key in today’s mar¬ 
ket. Buyers often won’t have the excess 
funds to do those things themselves,” he 
said. 


Ease-of-access is another reason third- 
party listings continue to dominate the 
current market. Because the homes are 
vacant, agents can show them without an 
appointment, which results in more 
showings and more purchase offers. 


“But the main reason they sell is due to 
lack of seller emotion, ’ ’ Clark said. "With 
the employee having already moved on, 
it becomes strictly a matter of econom¬ 
ics. There are no heated negotiations. If 
the offer can fly it will. If it can’t, it won’t. 
There are no hurt feelings.” 

Clark’s firm has a strategic alliance 
with PHH Home Equity, one of the na¬ 
tion's largest employee relocation firms. 
PHH listings accounted for 20 percent of 
McGarvey-Clark’s sales activity in 1992, 


and that percentage is expected to in¬ 
crease this year. 

Prudential and Coldwell Banker also 
have substantial market share in corpo¬ 
rate relocation resale activity. And Cen¬ 
tury 21 entered the relocation arena in 
1991 with the purchase of Western Relo¬ 
cation Services. 


While third party listings may not drive 
the market, they certainly have an influ¬ 
ence. And that influence will most likely 
increase in the next year or two as frus¬ 
trated sellers take the lower priced cor¬ 
porate buy-out option. That means sell¬ 
ers need to watch their third party listing 
competition — and position their home 
accordingly — in order to compete. They 
have no option until the market begins to 
rebound. 


Oherwise, the number of sales of third 
party listings will only increase at the 
expense of unrealistic home sellers who 
will continue to follow the market down¬ 
ward in price, while third party listings 
benefit from leading it.

Clinton’s economic plan 
and the real estate industry 


The economic policy agenda 
now being advocated by Presi¬ 
dent Clinton recognizes that the 
private sector is the engine of 
economic growth, according to 
Lois Berger, president of the 
North Orange County Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors. 

“Is is apparent President 
Clinton understands the vital 
role housing and commercial 
real estate have in sustaining 
the recovery,” says Berger. 
She said that it appears the real 
estate investment provisions of 
the president’s economic stim¬ 
ulus package will have a posi¬ 
tive impact. “We dearly await 
further details so we can ana¬ 
lyze all the components.” 

The Realtor organization 
supports the plan's permanent 
extension of mortgage revenue 
bond and low-income housing 
tax credit programs. “These 
programs have proved to be im¬ 
portant tools for increasing the 
nation's supply of affordable 
housing. Making them perma¬ 
nent clearly will benefit Ameri¬ 
ca's moderate-income taxpay¬ 
ers,” Berger said. 

She noted also that the presi¬ 
dent’s plan acknowledges the 
importance of reviving the 
commercial secotr of real es¬ 
tate. “The credit problems fac¬ 
ing our nation’s financial insti¬ 
tutions are, in part, due to the 
loss of commercial property 
values that have occurred since 
the 1986 tax act. Action must be

taken to prevent further deteri¬ 
oration of real estate values." 

The plan includes an impor¬ 
tant provision for passive loss 
relief as well as a measure to 
spur pension fund investment 
in real estate, according to 
Berger.

Where em¬ 
ployment numbers are healthy, 
so is the demand for housing, 
she added. 

“This economic recovery 
package certainly is not with¬ 
out pain. However, along with 
the bitter medicine, the plan 
contains important investment 
incentives that merit careful 
consideration,” Berger said.
